1907, and that the number : of 'deaths reported for the same period 
in the year 191.9 was greater than that reported for any complete 
year since 1900.

Epidemic Smaiipox — Bahia. 

The board of health of Bahia reports the occurrence of an outbreak 
of epidemic smallpox, with a total of 1,203 cases notified from August 
1 to October 23, 1919, with. 500 deaths; 1,45 casgs,were s notified in 
August, 356 in September, and, in October 702 cases. Only cases 
removed for treatment to the isolation hospital havcibeen reported; 
a large number of cases .remained:hi private homes. 
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BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
Spleen Census, 1918 — Trinidad and Tobago. 

Council Paper No. 100 of 1919, for the colony of Trinidad and 
Tobago, British "West Indies, entitled "Malaria Report, Spleen Census, 
1918," gives the following information: 

A spleen census taken throughout the colony of Trinidad and 
Tobago, beginning September 3 and finished December 4, 1918, in 
all districts of the colony, shows results as follows: 

Number of children examined, 20,590; number of children with 
enlarged spleens, 2,420; percentage of children with enlarged spleens, 
11.8. 

The highest percentage of enlarged spleens was obtained in the 
Mayaro district, viz, 70.2 per cent of 545 children examined, and 
the lowest in the Port of Spain district, viz, 0.1 per cent of 4,972 
children examined. 

The result obtained in Arima district appeal's remarkable, viz, 
44.20 per cent in 1918 as compared with 7.9 in 1913-14 and 1.09 in 
1914, and is probably explained by unusual malarial outbreaks in 
that district. 

In eight districts there was a distinct increase in the enlarged 
spleen rate in 1918 as compared with 1913-14, In all the 11 other 
districts in which the census was taken there was a satisfactory 
decrease of the rate, and in the whole colony there was a decrease 
from. 1.7.9 per cent in 1913-14. to 14.1 in 1914 and 11.8 in 1918.

Smallpox— Province of On 


tario. 







An officer of the Public Health Service visited Toronto, Ontario, 
Canada, November 17, 1919, for the purpose of securing information 
relative to the outbreak of smallpox. He reports that 368 cases of 
smallpox and 204 cases of chicken pox were reported in Toronto 
from November 1 to 15. During the same period 178 cases of small- 
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pox were reported from other places in the Province of Ontario, in- 
cluding Hospital Orillia, 35 cases; Stratford, 19; Woodstock, 11; 
Stouffville, 10; Dunwich, 10; and Kriegerdorf, 9 cases. 

From January 1 to October 31, 1919, 8 cases of smallpox and 912 
cases of chicken pox were reported in Toronto. The smallpox is 
very mild in form, and the health officer of Toronto is of the opinion 
that many cases of this disease have been diagnosed as chicken pox, 

On October 17 the number of cases reported in the city of Toronto 
was said to be decreasing.

Dengue fever was reported present with many oases at Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, November 1, 1919. 

PLAGUE ON VESSEL. 
Steamship "Nankin" at Port Said. 

The steamship Nankin from London via Marseille arrived at Port 
Said, Egypt, with nine eases of plague on board occurring among the 
crew from July 10 to the date of arrival at Port Said. On July 13 
two additional cases were removed from the vessel and to July 17, 
1919, a total of 17 cases was reported landed from the Nankin at 
Port Said. 

The Nankin left London Juno 26, Marseille July 6, and Malta July 
8, 1919. The finding of six dead rats during the voyage was reported 
by the ship's surgeon. At Marseille the Nankin took on mail from 
Rotterdam and merchandise, and the ship's officer who had charge 
of the loading stated that a great number of fleas were observed on 
the bags containing the mail and merchandise. On July 10 a cat 
on board was found to be sick with a cervical bubo and a kitten was 
found with inguinal plague. On the same date a Lascar member of 
the crew was taken ill but without buboes, and on July 11 three other 
Lascars were attacked but exhibited no buboes. On July 12 a 
Lascar was taken ill with buboes present and buboes developed in 
the four cases previously reported. 

The history of the Nankin shows that the vessel left Bombay May 
3, 1919, stopping at Aden, where two suspect cases of plague were 
landed. On reaching Suez the vessel received telegraphic report that 
the cases landed at Aden had been declared negative. The Nankin 
arrived at London May 29, remaining there nntil June 26, leaving the 
Thames June 2.7, 1919. 

SPAIN.

The occurrence of live cases of plague at Barcelona during Septem- 
ber was reported October 6, 1919. The cases occurred among 
laborers employed in a warehouse.
